Rear Tire on Racing Car at North 


Platte. Neb.. Flies Off and 


(rushes Boy's Skull 


Chester Floyd Wheaflon. born in 


the town of Kau Pleine ten years ago 
the .'Kith of last June, was instantly 
killed at North Platte. Neb., on Sept.

A dark cloud hung over this little 


village when a telegram was receiv- 
ed here Saturday evening conveying 
the sad news of the terrible accideni 
which blotted out the life of one of 
our little boys, the accident occuring 
Saturday afternoon at 3 o'clock at the 
fair grounds at North Platte, during 
one of the auto races, when a whee 
flew off one of the big racing cars 
during the first lap of the race and 
run out thru the side fence striking- 
Floyd Wheaton on the side of the 
head, smashing in his skull, which 
caused instant death.

NVphe% of H. 1). Boston af Thta City 


Krturna to Home in But and 


Brinfs Cheering Reports 


That th* Huns are yellow and live 


n terror of the Yankee division 1» 
he statement of Capt. Carroll J. Swan 
of Boston, a nephew of H. D. Boston 
of tfm city. 
('apt. Swan returned 


from overseas the latter part of Sep- 
tember and brought back cheering 
messages from the boya over there 
to the relatives at home. 
He came 


ack with two other captains, who 
ifter a few days' furlough reported 
0 a camp in the south to aid in the 
formation of a new division. Each 
•aplain will be advanced one grade, 
so it will soon be Major Swan. In an 
nterview with a reporter of the Boa- 
ton Glol>e soon after his arrival home, 
he following statements made by 
apt. Swan will be of general interest 


to all who have relatives and friends 
at the front: 
, 


"First off permit me to say just a 


word to the dear folks at home re- 
garding the boys over there. If I had 


boy of my own, I would much rather 


ie would "be over there with that 
junch of brave, honest lads in the 
push' than to have him playing 
around the .streets of Brookline or 
Boston. 
. 
"Speaking of the moral side of their 


lives, let me tell you there is no cause 
for worry or alarm. Every man and 
ioy over there is filled with ambition 
and pride, ambition to do something 
wonderful for his country, his flag 
and his people in the big fight for hu- 
manity. They know no fear. 
They 


have a great pride in themselves, their 
family names, in their company, th«»r 
regiment and the American Army as 
a whole, and each one is extremely 
careful not to do anything to damage 
any of these. 


"Sometimes their Spirits have been 


low. 
There have been times when 


letters and newspapers from home did 
not come and times when the chow- 
has been bad, scarce and tardy in 
coming to them, but through it all 
they have kept smiling and working 
and fighting. 


"They are individually making his- 


tory and the knowledge of all this has 
kept them happy. They are all the 
time expressing their sorrow for the 
boys at home. They think it a pity 
they, too, cannot be in this thing 
getting the fun and the glory out ol 
it, along with the hardships and suf- 
fering. 


"All 
that are left of them today are 


filled with new hooes and greater joy. 
1 have never yet heard an American 
soldier groan, moan or grumble. 


"Do not permit the people who tell 


terrible stories about the physical 
condition of the boys to distrub you. 
The one thing which angers the Amer- 
ican soldier more than all else is the 
news that people at home are circu- 
lating tending to show that their phy- 
sical condition is low from immor- 
ality. 


"Such stories are false and entirely 


without foundation. 
I had an oppor 


tunity to know. For a time I was on 
an assignment where J had, in Gen 
Pershing's headquarters, a chance to 
see the reports showing the physica 
condition of the men.". 


In speaking of the 26th Division 


Capt. Swan says it is known every 
where as the "Yankee Division," am 
everything it has is marked "Y. D.' 
It is the only division of American 
troops in France which distinctly re 
presents a locality. 
Every man in i 


comes from New England and all are 
volunteers or National Guardsmen 
It was the first division of American 
soldiers to take over a sector and the 
first to make a drive into and througl 
the Boehe lines. 
Those boys from 


Maine are wonderful fighting mea 
and know no fear. 
The Germans are 


desperately afraid of the Americar 
soldiefs. 
When they see the Ameri 


cans coming, they turn and run. Tne 
Frenchmen have a saying which is 
"The Americans are wonderful fight 
ers. They dig in with their left hand 
fight with their right hand, and laugh 
all the time." 


"When we first got over there we 


did a tremendous amount of defense 
work," said Capt. Swan. 
"We dug 


trenches and dugouts, put up barbei 
wire entanglements and dug em place 
ments for guns until our boys were 
getting 
discouraged. 
This 
lastec 


about four months. 


"When we got into the fighting 


everything seemed different. 
Every- 


body was happy and having a great 
old time." Capt. Swan then relate*: 
how at one time when there was some 
extremely dangerous work to he done 
he had called the company together in 
a barn preparatory to calling for vol- 
unteers. 
He h.mself went into the 


loft with the men on the floor below 


nd after explaining U» them, was 


about to call for volunteers when six 
men piled through a window and fell 
over him in an effort to get into the 
detail. 
They had sensed what was 


coming and thought the first to vol- 
unteer would be selected. The men 
on the floor also fought for a chance, 
and all were so anxious to go that 
lot* had to be drawn. 


"Of course we are just rookies yet." 


continued Capt. Swan. "We have been 
in it only a year but the high spirits 
of our boys and their admirable work 
no doubt saved Pans from tlie Huns 
They were certainly on their way to 
Paris and I fear would have been 
there by now if our boys had not 
Mopped them at 
Chateau-Thierry. 


The French were depressed and. in 
fart, you never see a Frenchman smile 
even now. except at some American 
soldier. 


"Speaking 
of the jrameness and 


spirit of the American soldier, let me 
tell you I wem out one morning after 
a 'hi? push* you understand we over 
there call these *orap« a 'push* and

RATS INDICTED AGAIN 


That Infantile Paralysis is spread 


by the bites of fleas infected with rat 
and other rodent diseases is the theo- 
ry of Dr. Mark Richardson, published 
in the last "Journal of Public Health/* 
No pretense is made by the author 
that his theory is established truth. 
On the contrary, he says that much 
experimental work will be needed to 
prove the correctness or falsity of hie 
theory- 
His argument, however, is 


most convincing. 
InfantHe paralysis is a contagious 


disease but its spread is not like that 
of the ordinary contagious diseases of 
childhood. 
It does not go through 


families, schools, and orphanages to 
any such extent as do measles and 
scarlet fever, for ftample. Hitherto, 
this has been exphflned on the ground 
that many cases do not go on to par- 
alysis but aimply take a form whi< 
is mistaken for a common cold, but 
are yet capable of conveying the di- 
sease which may paralyze the nest 
victim. 
Bubonic plague is spread by the bites 


of fleas which have left infested rats 
and bitten human victims. Epidemics 
of thi* disease have many of the same 
characteristics as epidemics of infan- 
tile paralysis. It is these similarities 
which ha've led Dr. Richardson to 
study into the rat theory of the trans- 
mission of infantile paralysis. 


As I have said above, the theory is 


not established and nothing could be 
further from the purpose of Dr. Ricn- 
ardson or myself than to proclaim that 
has as yet beer.

made in this field. 
possibilities in this direction are so 
freat and the doctor's arguments ?( 


Never before in history has a na-

Some weeks ajro I advocated in thl« 


column the annihilation of rats, es- 
pecially by starvation and destruc- 
tion of their breeding places-^hu for 
the dual purpose of conserving to^i 
and protecting public and personal 
health. Nothing can be lost by such 
a war on rats and it may be that the 
increasing threat of great epidemics 
of infantile paralysis may be dimin- 
ished thereby. 
There is just one possible danger 


suggested by Dr. Richardson's article 
and that is the scattering of possible 
infected rats.by half-way measures. 
The war should be one of annihila- 
tion, best accomplished as suggested 
above by abolishing accommodation- 
provided by careless human beinjrr. 
for breeding and feeding rats.

defeat at Bull Run reached Philadel- 
phia Cooke, a young banker of that 
city, drew up a paper offering to ad- 
vance to the secretary of the treasury 
specified sums of money for sixty 
days at six per cent interest, return- 
able in specie or treasury notes. With 
this proposal he visited the principal 
bank* of the city and in one day

This exploit set the young banker 


on the highway to fame and fortune.

Irwin Lutz Tells of Anxiety of Boys 


at Fort Stevens to Get Crack 


at Hindenburg Line 


Oct. 4th, 1918. 


I have nothing else to do this morn- 


ing so I thought I would write you a 
few lines. 
We are kept very busy 


nowdays. We got 1,600 new xecruits 
and expect about 2,000 more very 
soon. 
The 1,600 who arrived last 


week got their equipment at Camp 
Lewis and then were sent here. They 
were 
infantrymen and they were 


transferred into the cost artillery. 
W e have about a dozen new barracks, 
all erected within the last two months. 
So you can see they are planning on 
making this a real fort. 


Our band has moved to one of the 


newest and be»t barracks in Fort 
Stevens. The 1st company has half 
of the building and we the other half. 
I heard yesterday that out of those 
last Ltfob men there are 52 good 
musicians and the officers are going 
to start another regimental band. I 
hope that wont stop our band from 
going overseas. 
The rainy season 


will start about Nov. 1st and keeps up 
fur three or fou;- months, which wouM 
make it miserable for us boys to play 
out ri the rain day after day. 


On Thursday. Oct. 3rd, the band 


played at Astoria. Ore., for a ne".v 
l.ib'ertv Temple. 
They sure put up 


a nice building. 


Wo are under quarantine now .or 


Spanish influenza. 
We have several 


cases and one of the boys died w:th 
it. 
Another battery may leave here 


Nov. 
8th for Camp Upton. Va.. where 


they will be for about six weeks and 
then for overseas. All the boys seem 
to »>e anxious to get across and gtt 
a crack at that Hindenburg lint.

Must Be Marked in Plain Figures

County Food Administrator J. M. 


Ififfner has received a new order from 
the U. S. food administration, which 
•squires dealers in foods upon which 
•a. price has been set by the govern- 
ment, to conspicuously display the 
.'•rices of such foods. The order fol- 
>ows: 


"To all county and deputy food ad- 


ministrators: — All retail dealers in 
foods must mark every article shown 
.n the Fair Price list of the county 
*«od administrator, which they dis- 
play for sale, in plain figures large 
•>aough so that the figures can be read 
ry the customer standing at the coun- 
ter, so that the customer will know 
the priQe of such articles of food be- 
fore the same is taken from the shelf. 
<<how case or other container. 
Where 


there are a number of articles of food 
of the same kind, price and brand dis- 
played together on a shelf in a show 
case, one price card is sufficient for 
the entire display. Food in containers 
can be marked by a card on the out- 
side of the container. 


"In the case of meat markets which 


have glass display cases, it is per- 
missible to mark the price on the 
glass case opposite the tray contain- 
ing the meats with whiting or some 
frier manner, so that the price shall 
be plain and there can be no mistake 
as to what article the price refers. 


"Where articles are sold from the 


balk, the price taken should clearly 
shew what unit the price is for, as in 
cane of potatoes, '$1 per bushel,' egg*. 
'We. per dozen,' sugar, 'lie. per
